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Council considers support of Tri-Community Transit

The Tri-Community Transit bus system 
may be getting another year’s worth of 
funding from town council, according to 
officials. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said, judging from 
the usage statistics that he has seen so far, 
supporting the pilot project for another 
year seems like a worthwhile endeavour. 

“When I look at the program and see 
where we’re sitting here (for usage), we’re 
not bad. Carstairs is definitely getting 
some good utilization of it, Cremona to 
some degree, and the county is too.” 

According to usage statistics that he has 
received, which date from Feb. t his year to 
the end of Nov., a total of 153 trips have 
been taken by users. 


The report indicates that 71 trips have 
been taken by Carstairs residents, 33 by 
Cremona residents, 30 by Didsbury resi¬ 
dents, ;uid 19 by Mountain View County 
residents. 

Medical trips were the most common, 
with 69 instances, followed by leisure and 
personal trips, accounting for 26 and 27 
trips, respectively. 

A total of 8,562 kilometres have been 
travelled through the program, and Wittal 
said that if the statistics are any indica¬ 
tion, usage is going to go up from here. “It 
looks like it’s a service that people are 
going to use,” he said. 

“With any startup program, it’s aware¬ 
ness, getting people used to it, understand¬ 
ing what it’s all about, and how they can 
use it. 1 think that there’s definitely some 
merit there, looking at these numbers. I 


think that I coidd support putting $5,000 
into it for another year.” 

The more people using the bus, the bet¬ 
ter the system will work, not just because 
of costs, but for the sake of efficiency, he 
noted. 

“I think it’s definitely worth investigating 
further and when 1 look at those numbers 
right now, front what I'm seeing there, I 
guess we are getting some usage. Five 
thousand dollars to continue that and see 
if we can build on it is probably not a bad 
investment." 

The Tri-Community Transit initiative 
began last year when officials from the 
communities of Carstairs, Didsbury and 
Cremona recognized current modes of 
transportation available to regional resi¬ 
dents were insufficient to meet growing 
needs, notably in getting citizens to 


Airdrie and Calgary for important medical 
appointments. 

The three communities formed steering 
and advisory committees and Crossfield’s 
Rocky View Regional Ilandihus Society 
(RVRHS) was contacted. 

The RVRHS, which has a 31-year history 
servicing six municipalities and two 
school boards, provides a handibus, along 
with dispatch and booking services. The 
service also includes operations supervi¬ 
sion, and has an 800 contact number, sta¬ 
tistics tracking software and a link to its 
website (www.rockyviewbus.ca).

He wants to get the mes¬ 
sage out that anybody who 
witnesses suspicious vehi¬ 
cles and individuals wan¬ 
dering around any kind of 
work sites, should call the 
police. “Give us a call for 
suspicious people and we’ll 
make a patrol up that way 
and see what they’re up to 
and make sure it’s not 
related to copper thefts,” 
he said. 

“Most of these are occur¬ 
ring in the middle of the 
night, so certainly farmers 
who have fields in the 
areas where these places 
are located, if they see 


vehicles out there that 
would be unusual for that 
time of day, call us. We 
would love to catch some 
of these people in the act." 

The dollar value of 
what’s being stolen is sig¬ 
nificant, he added, so it’s 
one of those things that 
they need to stop. 

He said the problems 
aren’t just in Didsbury 
either, however. “I know 
also in the Sundre and Olds 
areas...right through pret¬ 
ty much the entire 
province, it’s occurring and 
it’s having some serious 
implications.” 

Since he started at the 


Didsbury detachment, 
Jacobson said he has 
noticed that as the price of 
the metal has increased, so 
too has the frequency of 
the crimes. “It’s definitely 
one of those things that 
can be a difficult investiga¬ 
tion in order to link back 
(stolen materials), and I 
know we’ve recovered cop¬ 
per wire in the past and to 
link it back to where it was 
stolen from can be difficult 
as well." 

He said he suspects a 
large portion of it is never 
reported either, and 
encourages businesses that 
experience thefts to report 
them so that police can try 
and gather evidence.

As a daily user of the 
swimming pool, I would 
very much like to voice 
my opinion on the impor¬ 
tance of the aquatic centre 
to not only the users, but 
also the local businesses. 

1 had back surgery a 
while ago and was at the 
time, unable to get any 
physio locally. I enrolled in 
the Aqua Fit and Aquacize 
programs and found both 
programs tremendously 
beneficial to my recovery. 

The majority of people 
using the pool the same 
t ime as I am, are working 
through knee, back and 
shoulder issues, whether it 
be pre- or post-surgery.

It is obvious to me, and 
hopefully to you, that clos¬ 
ing the pool would have a 
huge impact on our com¬ 
munity, our businesses, 
and our schools.

The evolution and many 
faces of Christmas 


Many people prepare for the arrival of 
Christmas months in advance. The first 
traces of wrapping paper and decorations 
;irrive in stores as early as September, 
transforming the holiday into a much more 
secular celebration than its modest 
Christian beginnings. 

Despite Christmas being an important 
date in the lives of today's Christians, the 
holiday failed to gain prominent stat us 
until relatively recently. 

Research indicates that as late as the 
19th century, Christmas was not even a 
legal holiday requiring a day off from work. 

That’s why 19th century readers of the 
classic Christmas tale, "A Christmas Carol," 
were not shocked at Bob Cratchit having to 
work on Christmas Day. 

The United States Congress used to meet 
on Christmas Day because it was not a 
national holiday. In 1836, Alabama became 
the first state to officially recognize 
Christmas, but it didn't become a legal hol¬ 
iday across the country until June 26, 1970. 

Today’s Christmas celebrations include 
traditions from around the world. 

Some ascertain that it was the church’s 
doing to schedule Christmas at a similar 
time to the pagan festivals, such as 
Saturnalia, that took place during the win¬ 
ter months. But many biblical scholars 
argue that this was not the case. 

Some pagan influences, such as holly and 
mistletoe as well as the burning of a yule 
log, have long been a part of Christmas tra¬ 
ditions. 

Santa Claus is one of the more recogniz¬ 
able symbols of Christinas. 

He is based on St. Nikolas of Myrna, an 
area that is part of modem-day Turkey. St. 
Nikolas is the world’s most popular non- 
Biblical saint and is one of the saints most 
portrayed by artists. 

Early depictions of St. Nikolas show him 
as a stem man who delivered his share of 
discipline. 

Eventually, those depictions changed to 


show a figure more associated with gen¬ 
erosity. 

Throughout history there have been 
characters from around the globe, such as 
the Viking deity Odin, who were precur¬ 
sors to Santa Claus. 

Myth states that Odin rode his eight¬ 
legged flying horse in the winter. Odin gave 
out gifts to well-behaved children and pun¬ 
ishments to those who misbehaved. 
Children would fill boots or stockings with 
treats for the flying horse. 

Regardless of the origins of Christmas, 
today it Ls hard to deny that Christmas is a 
commercialized success. It is a national 
holiday not only in the United States and 
Canada but also in other areas of the 
world, and it is best known for the tradition 
of giving presents to others. 

In fact, many people head to the stores 
well in advance of the Christmas holiday to 
purchase all of the presents on their shop¬ 
ping lists. 

The shopping season tradition may be 
traced back to the time of World War II, 
when it was necessary to mail gifts early to 
the troops serving in Europe so that they 
would be able to open them in time. 

Merchants realized that this concept 
could lie used when gifting troops as well 
as private citizens, reminding shoppers to 
make their holiday purchases early so they 
could mail them to relatives near or far. As 
a result, the advanced shopping season 
was bom. 

Although many people feel Christmas 
begins when the first bag of tinsel appears 
on a store shelf and ends when the last 
present is opened on December 25, the 
true religious holiday does not coincide 
with merchant schedules. 

While most people are bustling to and 
from department stores and malls, 
Christians are participating in Advent, 
which was traditionally a solemn season of 
reflection and fasting.

But just because no one has yet to find 
the real Rudolph, that doesn't mean we 
don't know a few things about Santa's sled 
buddies. 

• Reindeer are also known as Caribou in 
North America 

• Females generally weigh between 170 
to 260 lbs., while males are often much 
larger, weighing as little as 200 lbs. but as 
much as 460 lbs. 

• Reindeer reside in both the Arctic and 
Subarctic, and hunting of wild reindeer 
and herding of semi-domesticated rein¬ 
deer is important to several Arctic and 


Subarctic people. 

• Reindeer fur can vary considerably. In 
northern populations, reindeer tend to 
have white fur, while southern popula¬ 
tions are darker in color. 

• Reindeer size can also vary depending 
on location, as southern reindeer popula¬ 
tions tend to be larger than their northern 
counterparts. 

• In most reindeer populations, both 
males and females grow antlers. Among 
deer, reindeer have the largest antlers in 
relation to body size. 

• Males often battle with each other by 
locking antlers for the right to mate with 
certain females. 

• During migration, some reindeer reach 
speeds of 37 to 50 miles per hour.

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Innisfail car salesman charged with fraud

An Innisfail man who is facing four 
counts of fraud over $5,000, was due to 
appear in court Tuesday, Dec. IS regarding 
t he fraud that he has been accused of com¬ 
mitting. 

Alister Loughlin has been charged with 
fraud over allegations about an investment 
scheme at Innisfail Park and Sell before it 
closed down operations in June 2011. 

Accused of defrauding four investors 
out of an estimated $1 million in an alleged 
vehicle financing scam, Loughlin said he 
was “absolutely" surprised to be facing 
criminal charges. 

Innisfail RCMP charged him on Nov. 13 
with four counts of fraud over $5,000 for 
his deals associated with Innisfail Park 
and Sell. 

He said he will be fighting the charges 
but couldn’t comment on the actual details 
of what happened. He said he had present¬ 
ed a repayment plan to the investors for 
the money lost. 

“The investors rejected my five-year 
repayment plan," he said, adding that the 
$1-million estimate given by police was 
too high. 

“It was a terrible thing that happened to 
all of us,” Loughlin said. 

The four charges relate to four victims of 
an investment scheme that was reported 


to the RCMP at the beginning of July 2011, 
said Innisfail RCMP CpL A.J. Mand. The 
investigation is ongoing. 

Three of the four investors alleged to be 
victims in the case spoke to the Innisfail 
Province. They each explained they’d pur¬ 
chased vehicles which were to be sold at 
the car lot by Loughlin. Once the vehicle 
was sold, they were to get back their 
money along with a finance fee. The vehi¬ 
cle was collateral for their investment. 

Dave Waiting of Didsbury ami Steve 
Craig and Todd Stevenett, both of Innisfail, 
each said once Innisfail Park and Sell 
ceased operations, they found there were 
multiple investors and owners on some of 
the vehicles each thought they had exclu¬ 
sive rights to. 

By then, most of the vehicles the men 
say they had legal rights to were gone, but 
a few were left on the lot. 

Waiting said he and three other investors 
took one of the remaining vehicles that 
they all claimed rights to and sold it at auc¬ 
tion, splitting the proceeds four ways for a 
total of $700 each. 

The owner of Heck Electric in Didsbury 
said he’d met the Innisfail salesman in 
2008 via some acquaintances and was 
approached to invest. He did so, rolling 
over his initial investments into other vehi¬ 
cles and receiving cheques back. 

However, he said he was contacted by 
Loughlin in June 2011 and told what he 


currently had invested and most of the 
vehicles were gone. 

He said there had been some time's 
before the used car dealership shut down 
when he’d been told to delay cashing a 
cheque. 

“It’d always Ire ‘just wait a couple days,’" 
he said. 

Waiting knew he was taking a risk when 
he invested the money, but said he hadn’t 
expected the total loss. 

“It’s one thing to take a calculated risk, 
it’s another to have (been misled)," he 
said. 

That’s when he started digging and 
found the other investors, with some of 
them getting together to compare their 
documentation. 

“It was just sheer frustration,” Waiting 
said. “It was like an empty feeling, you 
know that you’re not getting your money 
back.” 

While comparing documents, Waiting 
said he discovered one of the other 
investors had signed a “profit sharing 
agreement” on the same day as him on the 
same vehicle. 

He gave a statement to police in .Inly 

2011. 

“I’ll probably never see my money again, 
hut somebody has to be accountable,” he 
said of the scheme. 

He greeted the charges with relief but 
knows he’s in for a long court process. 

“The wheels of justice turn slow, but 
they still turn," he said. 

He said Loughlin approached him with a 
proposed repayment agreement. 

“The proposal was reviewed with pro¬ 
fessional advisers but the prospect of any 
repayment or viability of the plan was 
miniscule. As a result the settlement offer 
was rejected because there was really a 
lack of miy sense of accountability,” he 
said. 

Stevenett started investing in January 
2010 and lost about $55,000 in the same 
way. He’d known Loughlin for most of his 
life. 

“We’ve been friends since Grade 1," 
Stevenett said. 

And while losing the money hurts, the 
loss of tmst is a different story. 

“It wasn’t the money as much as it was 
the betrayal of a long-term friendship,” 
Stevenett said. 

He said in spring 2011, he was given a 
cheque by the accused but the bank 
wouldn’t cash it. 


The accused made sure he had his 
money by the next day, he said. 

“That was my first inclination that things 
were getting really dicey,” he said. 

After the car lot shut down, Stevenett 
discovered that other financers had invest¬ 
ed in some of the same vehicles. He said 
he even has paperwork showing he owned 
a vehicle that was never actually pur¬ 
chased from the original owner. 

Like Waiting, he knows the justice sys¬ 
tem will take awhile and he might never 
see the return of his investment but he 
said he thinks the accused should pay if 
convicted, even with jail time. 

“We’re pretty confident we’ll never see 
another dime out of him,” he said. “He has 
to pay restitution somehow.” 

“I guess I was naive ... but when you 
don’t know the whole story ... it’s tough to 
make good judgment,” Stevenett said of 
investing with his friend. 

The investment loss was one of the fac¬ 
tors that forced Stevenett to scrap plans to 
expand his farm. Now he rents out the 
land. 

“It didn’t devastate it, it didn’t put us in 
the poorhouse, but it does lengthen the 
road to retirement,” he said. 

Stevenett acknowledged he’d seen the 
accused’s repayment plan hut didn’t sign 
it. 

“Everything in it protected him. There 
was no guarantees in it for us,” he said. 

Craig started investing in 2006 when he 
was approached by the salesman through 
an acquaintance. 

“I’d never met him before,” he said. “We 
struck up a business deal.” 

The Alberta Motor Vehicle Industry 
Council lists Loughlin as an active licensed 
salesperson. He is working at G.H. Auto, 
which is operating in the same location as 
the Innisfail Park and Sell did before it 
shut down. Loughlin said G.H. Auto is his 
current employer and has nothing to do 
with the allegations. 

Two of Loughlin’s businesses, Cool Tin 
Art Ltd. and Loughlin Resources Ltd, both 
of which operated as Innisfail Pink and 
Si'll, are listed by AMVIC as having can¬ 
celled licences 

John Baehinski, the executive director 
of AMVIC, said he can’t comment on the 
allegations and Loughlin’s licensed status 
bec ause the* case is under investigation. 

Be said they are providing assistance to 
the RCMP and are doing their own review.
